WE SPOKE WITH FCO'S ASSISTANT HEAD OF LATIN AMERICAN DEPARTMENT 
FULLERTON, WHO WAS HIGHEST RANKING OFFICIAL AVAILABLE ON WEEK-END, 
AND CONVEYED SUBSTANCE OF REFTEL. FULLERTON SAID HE HAD JUST 
RECEIVED TELEGRAM FROM BRITISH EMBASSY WASHINGTON REPORTING 
EMBOFF'S MEETING WITH DEPUTY ASST. SECRETARY SHLAUDEMAN ON SAME 
SUBJECT. IT APPEARS THAT BRITISH SHARE OUR VIEWS IN VIRTUALLY ALL 
RESPECTS. FULLERTON SAID THAT BRITISH ALSO UNDERSTAND THAT 
PERUVIAN AND PANAMANIAN REPS ARE PREPARED TO MEET ON CUBAN 
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COMPLAINT BUT WOULD BE ADAMANTLY OPPOSED TO BROADENING SCOPE OF 
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DISCUSSION TO INCLUDE ANY OTHER ALLEGATIONS AGAINST OTHER COUNTRIES. 

WE WILL CONTACT FCO AGAIN MORNING SEPTEMBER 17 TO REVIEW SITUATION 
AS OF THAT TIME.
